A slight downward trend in Ohio’s record 
b irthrate is more than a set of interesting figures.

The Ohio Department of Health has added up 
the figures and finds 185,696 b ab ies were b orn 
in 1948. This was 7 percent under the 1947 figure 
b ut with that exception it was the highest in the 
state’s history.

The wish 
of the founder of modern political Zionism was 
carried out last week. 45 years after his death. 
A plane carried his b ody from Vienna and it was 
b uried with honors on a hilltop in Jerusalem.

Herzl pub lished a 
b ooklet in 1896 setting forth a detailed program 
for estab lishment of a Jewish state. When he 
died in 1904 at the age of 44 he had won many 
Jewish leaders to his cause. 
Success for his work was not to come for 
more than four decades b ut his b urial last week 
in a free and independent nation of Israel sym­ 
b olized realization for the dream for which he 
liv ed. More than that, it is the answer to the 
prayer which the Psalmist wrote some 3,000 years 
ago when he said: 
“How shall we sing the Lord's song in a strange 
land. If I forget thee, O Jerusalem, let my right 
hand forget her cunning.

Bad Grooming

IN the ’’good old summertime” 
perspiration is as much of a 
threat to the teen-ager’s social 
security as it is to any grown­ 
up*. 
Oddly enough some teen-agers 
c o n s i d e r themselves immune 
from the social hazards of steam­ 
ing through a summer’s day.

The other is an antiperspirant 
that both deodorizes and checks 
to a greater or lesser ex tent de­ 
pending on the product used and 
its reaction to your skin. 
Some girls have found that 
they like the fine spray deodor­ 
ant which because it squeezes 
out of a bottle saves the fingers 
from contect with the stuff. Oth- 
ars like deodorants that can dou­ 
ble as toilet-water—they’re per­ 
fumed. Some have found the soap 
deodorants 
satisfactory.

there are pads, sticks and pow­ 
ders that can be smoothed on 
easily. Liquid deodorants are apt 
to be strongest. 
If you want your deodorant to 
do both an anti-odor and anti­ 
perspirant job, select a prepara­ 
tion that states just what it in­ 
tends to do on the label.

After a few generations flies 
can be produced that can take 
several times the dose of DDT 
that is deadly for most flies. 
This might be possible because 
the flies lived in a “DDT neigh­ 
borhood” (tough on Hies) and ac­ 
quired resistance to it. 
Or it 
might be that they simply were 
born with better constitutions— 
more rugged. 
Babers went into the private 
lives of many insects and dis­ 
covered it is not unusual to find 
tough characters. 
As far back as 1908 scientists 
found that among some insects 
that infested trees, called the San 
Jose scale, a few individual in­ 
sects could survive lime-sulphur 
sprays. 
After a few sprayings these 
hardy characters were the on 
ones left. 
They bred a who 
generation of insects that couldn’t 
be killed by the usual spray 
methods. 
In recent years some hardy 
mosquitoes were found in the 
Pontine marshes near Rome. They 
could live as long as 48 hours 
after being dusted with DDT. 
Other mosquitoes died within 
three hours. 
Are Puzzled 
If DDT resistance was acquired 
like a heavy smoker acquires a 
tolerance for nicotine, the scien­ 
tists would not be so puzzled. But 
the *ly is capable of passing along 
th 
esistance to his children.

for medication where the al­ 
lergy is cau sed by more than one 
agent, howev er. Bu t doctors who 
hav e tried it agree that elimina­ 
tion of du st brings some relief.

Thehnov ed when dresses or su its are 
sent to be cleaned. Some new 
p ads rqade of sp onge ru bber ig­ 
nite sp ontaneou sly in the clean­ 
ing p rocess and others dry out. 
For safe cleaning all p ads shou ld 
be remov ed. 


INSULATION SAVES 
HOT WATER BILLS 


New hot water heaters on to­ 
day ’s market are jacketed for in­ 
su lation to hold their heat. They 
hav e the heating u nit u nder the 
boiler and so contained within 
the insu lation jacket that p rac­ 
tically all of the heat made by 
bu rning tbe gas goes to heat the 
water. Both the jacket and the 
location of the heating coil make 
for good economy with fu el. 
These 
dev elop ments 
su ggest, 
almost dictate, that owners of 
older sty le hot water 
heating 
sy stems wherein 
the 
tank 
is 
sep arate from the heater shou ld 
do a job of insu lating the tank. 
Wrap it with asbestos sheet, and 
belt the sheet with brass bands 
su ch as bind steam p ip e insu la­ 
tion, or use chicken wire. Or u se 
a thicker ty p e of jacket to hold 
the heat once dep osited in the 
tank as hot water. It is the same 
as money in the bank if y ou keep 
the heat in the water. Let it ra­ 
diate off, as it does from a metal 
tank, and that is the same 
as 
throwing y ou gas money away . 
Similarly , it makes sense and 
sav es dollars to rep air torn or 
broken insu lation. If it is a su r­ 
face tear, get more sheet asbes­ 
tos. If it is a gouge in thick insu ­ 
lation fill it with asbestos p u tty 
—a heav ily flu ffy stu ff that y ou 
soak a while in water before 
p asting into the hole. It takes 
an hou r for it to absorb water 
enou gh to make it workable like 
p u tty . 
Households that look forward 
to a su bstantial amou nt of wash­ 
ing and hot water use, and that 
still hav e the old sty le sep arate 
heaters and tanks, ou ght to take 
their p encils and p ap er in hand 
and figu re heating efficiency in 
terms of gas bills. It might ac­ 
tu ally p ay to install the newer 
ty p e, scrap p ing the old ty p e, p ay ­ 
ing for new ones ou t of sav ings.

CANCER FIGHTERS 
USE DELIBERATE 
INDUCTION METHOD 


COLUMBUS, Aug. 22— (A P )~ 
Cancer researchers at Ohio State 
univ ersity are fighting fire with 
fire. 
The univ ersity said today its 
100-member 
cancer 
research 
team 
began 
experimenting 13! 
months ago with the effects of a 
deliberately induced v irus infec­ 
tion on Hodgk ihs’ disease, a can- 
cer-lik e disease of the 
lymph 
glands. 
The univ ersity called the re­ 
sults thus far promising. 
This is the first time, said the 
univ ersity, that 
the 
curativ e 
properties of an induced v irus in­ 
fection has been inv estigated in 
this disease—or in 
any 
other 
type of cancer inv olv ing the 
blood-forming organs in the hu­ 
man. 
21 Patients Injected * 
To date, it said. 21 patients 
hav e been injected with the v irus 
in an attempt to bring on the in­ 
fectious disease which inv olv es 
the same body tissues 
as 
does 
Hodgk ins’ disease. 
Univ ersity researchers report­ 
ed these results: 
Fourteen of the patients dev el­ 
oped passing ev idence 
of 
the 
v irus disease. Sev en of the 14 
showed clear-cut 
ev idence 
of 
temporary benefit. 
They said much 
time 
must 
elapse before this approach will 
hav e any prov ed or general ap­ 
plication in the 
treatment 
of 
Hodgk ins' disease, or related ail­ 


ments. It might not ev en become 
a treatment of choice 
in 
this 
group of diseases, they pointed 
out. 
Virus infecting is just one of 
four chemical approaches to the 
problem o f curing or controlling 
cancer 
being 
inv estigated 
by 
Ohio State’s research team. 
Scientists also are look ing into 
the use of a new penicillin-lik e 
substance. They say it already 
has shown some ev idence of in­ 
hibiting tumors in patients with 
a type of cancer inv olv ing the 
blood-forming organs. 
Test New Cells 
They 
also 
are 
testing 
cell 
“bamboozlers,” which are lik e 
hormal food absorbed by cancer 
tissues, but which cannot be used 
by 
the 
spreading 
cancer 
for 
build new tumor cells. 
In this group are v itamin an­ 
tagonists so closely related 
in 
structure to the 
much-needed 
regular v itamins that cancers can 
be trick ed into using them. An 
example is aminopterin, a 
folic 
acid antagonists, which has been 
effectiv e in obtaining temporary 
remissions in certain Leuk emia 
cases. 
The physicians said they now 
are testing othei such v itamin 
“look alik es” for folic acid, rib­ 
oflav in and pyridoxine. 
The research center has been a 
pioneer in the use of radiation 
for experimentation 
in 
cancer 
treatments. Most promising of 
these 
experiments 
hav e 
been 
made with radiophosporus and 
radioactiv e cobalt. 
In addition to cures, the cancer 
specialists are look ing for the 
basic causes of cancer.
